THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. . 
Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : - 


It is the duty of the Executive at the opening'of your session, to 
communicate to you such information in regard to the condition of 
the State, and recommend such measures, as shall best promote its 
interests and aid you in your deliberations. This duty I shall 
endeavor to perform as briefly as possible, and for more detailed 
. information refer you-to the different reports submitted. 

Before doing so, however, I desire to extend to you the friendly 
| greetings of the New Year, and cordially welcome you to your | 
Capital City, and te the performance of the honorable duties which 
are before you. 

The interests of our State are many and varied, and your: most . 
careful attention and thought will be required to provide for them 
ina wise and judicious manner. You meet under the most favora- 
ble auspices. During the- - past two years the greatest prosperity 
has attended our State, and under the provisions of wise laws 


w 
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enacted by your predecessors, works of public improvement have 
been pushed rapidly forward toward completion. 
We are forced to believe the day not far distant when our young 
State, with her varied resources, will take a prominent position i in 
the sisterhood of States, and vie with many an older one in her . 
' facilities of railroad communication, and the character of her pub- 
lic institutions. P 
In my last message I expressed myself pretty freely on many im- 
portant subjects of legislation, and should I at this time urge upon 
you the same reasons for action, it is because the experience of the 
past two years has impressed their no portance yet more strongly, 
upon me. i

was $48,526 92. The receipts since that time have been $937,-

The assessed valuation of 1868 was about 
thirty-two millions. That of 1870 was over fifty-three millions ;

A large proportion of the ‘taxes collected’ from the people are 
for local, purposes, and do: not* pass through the- State Treasury. 
The State tax is comparatively light, and if the burden of taxation _ 
is felt by the people it is by reason of the interest felt in railroads 
and other public improvemente by them, and their willingness to . 
bear a portion of the expense that the completion of these ini 
. works may be hastened forward. 

-The report of the Treasurer will show that a large amount of 
` warrants drawn upon him remain unpaid, and. that this is owing to 
the fact that much delay has: occurred in the collection of delin- 
quent taxes. Some means should be devised whereby our treasury 
warrants could be promptly;paid, and thecredit of the State not suffer. 
Much of the time during the past two years they have been dis- 
counted at from ten to fifteen cents on the dollar. One. of your 
first duties is to provide for replenishing the treasury, and I sug- - ° 
gest that a very large amount of the school fund now invested in; 
United Bae and Union Pacific bonds, that: the Board of Commis- 
sioners for loaning such fund be authorized to-sell such bonds, and 
invest the proceeds in State warrants. The State would then be 
investing in her own: securitias—would receive a better rate of 
` interest, and would: preserve her credit unimpaired. And should 
_ these warrants be paid during the year, as they doubtless will: be, 
| these funds should, in my opinion, be invested within the State; _ 
ample security can be obtained, and the money used to good ad- 
vantage, both in the erection of school houses and other buildings 

‘in different counties, and in-aid of private enterprise. his plan 
would, in my opinion, be preferabls to investment in foreign securi- 

‘ties. Immediate relief is needed, and I trust you will see the 

| necessity of making this one of. your first subjects of legislation. . . 

The very complete reports of the Anditer and ‘Treasurer of State 
will give you fall information. on. this important. subject.. 
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STATE LANDS. 


We have received from the general government grants of lands 
to the amount of seven hundred and twenty-six thousand and ‘sixty 
acres, not including the grant for common schools. They are classi- 
‘fied as follows: For University, 46,080 acres; for Penitentiary, 
32,000 acres; public buildings, 13,800 acres ; saline purposes, 46,080- 
acres; Agricultural College, 90,000 acres ; internal improvement, 
50, 000 acres. 

In addition to this amount, sections sixteen and thirty-six.in” 
every township, are granted for the support of common schools. 

This will amount in the aggregate to 2,643,080 acres; 72,758 
acres have been sold at an average price of $8.93 per acre. I 
have endeavored, during the past two years, to secure the confirma- 
tion of our selections under the several grants. Those made for’ 
penitentiary and public buildings, and a portion of those made for 
internal improvements, have been confirmed. 

The selections for agricultural college are now being made;- 
Under the provisions of acts of the Legislature, of June 20th, 
1867, and February 15th, 1869, the following lands have been dis- - 
posed of. 

To the Sioux City’ and Pacay Railroad: Company, 47, 337. 10 
acres. 

To the Midland Pacific Railroad Company, 20,040 acres. 

To the Omaha and Northwestern Railroad Company, 20,000 
acres. 

09 
acres. 

To the Burlington and Southwestern Railroad Company, 20,000 
acres. 

To the Burlington and Missouri River Railroad Company i in Ne- 
braska, 50,000 acres. } 

To the Fremont, Elkhorn, and Missouri Valley Railroad Com- 
pany, 60,006.52 acres. 

Total for railroads, 257,312. ins acres. 
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To Gage county for bridge paper under ‘special act, 1, 990 
acres. 

Total number of acres disposed of for works of public i poptene: 
ment, 258,912.71 acres. 

By special act, one thousand acres of Giese: lands were set apart 
to aidin the construction of abridge in Saline county. By the- 
terms of the law, the County Commissioners were required to se- 
lect said lands within the limits of Saline county, and upon a com- 
pliance; with all the provisions of such law, I issued a patent to 
them for the land. - As there is much doubt about our selections 
in that county being confirmed at an early day, I would recom- 
mend that the Commissioners be authorized to select the same 
amount elsewhere, and to receive a patent toore E in lien of that 
already issued.. 

The report of the Gcniintesionare of Public Buildings, and that . 
of the ‘Inspectors of the State Prison, will furnish you with full in- 
formation as to the disposition of the saline and penitentiary lands. 
The labor attendant npon the care and disposition of our State 
“ - lands during the past two years has been very great, and is con- * | 
stantly increasing. The entire time of a competent man is re- 
quired, and should-be given, to keep the record and attend to the 
disposition of these’ lands. I earnestly urge upon“ you. the neces- 
sity of creating a State Land Office, and providing for the election 
or appointment of a Register or Commissioner thereof. 


. IMMIGRATION. ox J 
a ` ‘: 


The Legislature in’ special session last winter, passed an act 
creating a Board of Immigration, and. elected as members of such 
Board, Messrs. O.O. Smith, of Falle City; William Bischoff, of 
Nebraska City, and Fred King, of Omaha. They: also. provided 
for the appointment of a Commissioner endent in New York - 
City. 

. The Board at once entered upon _the discharge of their duties, 
appointed Mr. ©. N. Karstein, of Nebraska City, as such Commis- 


sioner, and issued an edition: of 10,000 copies of a pamphlet, showing 
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the advantages offered by Nebraska as a home for the immigrant. 

The labors of the Board have been rewarded with a good degree 
of success, and I take pleasure in commending them as efficient 
officers. They will, during the present session, submit their plans 
for future operations, and I trust you will, with them, seethe . 
necessity of providing a liberal appropriation, that they may not 
be hindered or embarrassed by lack of funds. 

The coming two years will prove a harvest- season for us in thie 
respect, if we make proper provision for advertising our State. 

During the past two years we have received a large increasé in 
our population, and from the better class of immigrants. I have 
received from the different Land Offices the following reports :

I have upon other éecasions urged upon the Lepidlatare the 
necessity of making provisions ‘for the organization of an effective 
militia force. ‘That neceésity-still existe, and évery reason hereto- 
fore advanced is pertinent at this. time. The life and property of . 
from the Eastern States, sad ‘from Enrope, to ‘nate Èis lisme with 
` us, he locates in our frontier counties, and with nothing but his 
strong right arm, bnilds his little home and commences to till the 
soil, naturally expecting that so long ás he ‘obeys the Taws of his 
State, aiid contributes, however small his might, to the support of 
her institutions, so long will she protect his home and his’all from 
_ lawless invasion. Too often has this hope failed in realization. 

Repeatedly on our western borders has lie -been .attacked, his 
property destroyed, and his family murdered by a savage foe. All 
‘this for the want of an effective military organization, The Exe- 
cutive has been unable to afford afy relief—has only been able to 


farnish arms and ammunition, and. express a faint hope that the 
outrages would cease. 
3 
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The mere fact of the existence.of an armed force in the State, 
ready and willing to do service, prompt to protect and avenge, 
would do much to deter the Indian from attempting a raid on the 
pioneer. 

Let me hope you will fully SEPRE TT the importance of this 
matter, and by the enactment of a stringent militia law, placeit in 
the power of the Executive to protect the citizen wherever he may 
be within the borders of the State. 

In the spring of 1869 a large number of outrages were commit: 
ted inthe southwestern counties. For tke protection of the fron- 
tier settlements in these counties, a company of volunteers was, by 
my order, organized and mustered into the service of the State, 
and in that service remained for some five months. IT am fully sat- 
isfied that but for this protection-many of our frontier towns would 
have been devastated and depopulated, and the settlement of that 
portion of the State retarded for many years. 

I issued certificates of indebtedness to the men thus izad, 
and to those who had farnished the necessary stores and provisions, 
and endeavored, in conjunction with our delegates in Congress, to 
secure an appropriation from the general government to pay up 
the indebtedness, but have not yet succeeded. The appropriation. 
will doubtless be made at no distant day. Meanwhile, many of the 
parties stand in sore need of their pay; and I am confident you 
will meet their claims promptly. The State can then look to the 
general government for reimbursement. 

In my efforts to extend protection to the settlers, I have been 
greatly assisted by Major General Augur, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Platte, and by the very efficient offiers of his command, 
and to them the thanks of the State are due. - Especial mention is 
made of Captain E. J Spaulding, in command of troops on the 
Blue river the past season. 


SALT INTERESTS. 


The report of the Treasurer will show a small amount paid in’. . 


+ 
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as a royalty on the manufacture of salt. Neither of ‘the compa- 
nies engaged in its manufacture, can ee be said to bein good 
working condition. g 

After thoroughly investigating the inito Iam satisfied that 
these interests can never be well developed without State aid, and 
it is of no small importance to the State that such development be 
madeatan early day. To carry forward the work successfully, a large 
amount of capital is required, and capitalists are very slow to em- 
bark in enterprises of this kind, without. some present inducements 
being held out. To the end that there may be no further delay, 
I recommend that the upappropriated saline lands belonging to the 
State, be donated, under’ proper. restrictions and in-limited quanti- 
ties, to aid the enterprise now begun, and others that may be in- — 
augurated. This will be but just, as we offer no inducements and 
charge a heavy royalty, and will be but carrying out the original 
design of the general government in making this grant. In other 
States the expense of sinking wells is borne ‘by the State, the 
brine furnished the company ready for manufacture, and then a- 
much smaller royalty exdcted. Let me urge upon you the neces- 
sity of taking some action on this subject at once, and of hastening - 
forward the day when. the manufacture of salt in our own State, 
will be not only a matter of commercial importance, a source of 
wealth to our citizens, but a great source of revenue to the State. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The report of the Commissioners of public buildings will be 
submitted to you early in the session, and will, I trust, chow a sat- 
isfactory progress made in the discharge of their duties. By the 
provisions of “ An Act to provide for the. sale of unsold lots and 
blocks on the town site of Lincoln, and for the locatiom and erec- 
tion of a State University, and Agricultural College, and State 
Lunatic Asylum,” approved, February 15th, 1869, the Commis- 
sioners were authorized to-sell all the unsold lots and blocks on the 


. town site of Lincoln; to construct the dome of the Capitol Build- 


ing; to erect a State Lunatic Asylum, at a cost of $50,000, and a 


> 
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State University and Agricultural College, at a cost of $100,000; 
and should the proceeds from the sale of lots prove insufficient to 
meet the appropriations thus made, they were further authorized to 
sell a quantity (not exceeding forty sections) of Saline land’ to 
make up such deficiency. 


Preparations were at once made to construct the dome of the 


Capitol, and architects invited to submit plans for the State Uni- 
versity, and Agricultural College, and State Lunatic Asylum. 

I quote from the report of the Commissioners: “ During the 
progress of the measure through the Legislature, creating the 
Commission of Public Buildings, there seemed to be but one 
opinion entertained, or at least expressed, by the members of that 
body, and that was, that out of the property the Legislature was 
called upon, by the bill, to appropriate, the Commissioners would 
not be able to realize a sufficient amount of funds to erect such 
buildings asthe interests of the State would demand, and if the 
State entered upon the construction of the buildings with such 
meagre appropriations as were contemplated, that, in a few years, 
it would have buildings too good to loose, and yet, comparatively 
useless, for the purposes for which they were constructed.” 

At our first sale, however, it became evident that a much larger 


‘amount would be realized from the property than had been antici- 


pated, even by the most sanguine. Upon an examination of the 
different plans submitted by architects, and upon consultation with 
them, with builders, and with prominent citizens throughout the 
State, we thought it advisable, and, for the best interests of the 
State, to adopt plans, contemplating the use of more funds than had 
been appropriated. 

In thus exceeding its power, the dami asion was actuated only 
by a desire to further the public interests, and while it has received 
much censure from active partisans, I am satisfied its course will 
meet with the approval of a majority of the citizens of the State, 
and your most careful scrutiny of its actions, will, I am confident, 
exonerate its members from all blame, and satisfy you of the wis- 


dom of their policy. 
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eee to the amount of $74,200 yet remains in the hands of 
the Commission. This results from.the fact that many purchasers 
failed to’ take property bid off by them. T earnestly recommend 
that authority be given for its sale next season, that all claims 
against the building tund may r be paid. 


7 i INSANE. 


During the past two years the number of this clase of unfortu- ` 
nates has largely increased. I have received applications to provide 
tor forty (40) patients, and during most.of that time, have sent 
them to the Iowa Hospital for the Insane, at Mt..Pleasant, Iowa, ~ 
where under the excellent care and treatment of the Superintend- 
ent of that Institution, many of them have recovered. In Decem- 
ber, 1869, that officer notified me that he was crowded for room,. 
and would be unable to receive more patients from this State, un- | 
less a number of incurable cases could be removed, and provided 
for elsewhere. I'was unable, at that time, to make provision for 
their care. Again, in July, 1870, I received a notification from 
him, that it would be impossible to receive any more new patients, 
and that a portion of those already there must be removed. I, there- 
fore, removed six (6) of the incurable patients, and confined them 
- in the Pawnee county jail, and as our own asylum was so rapidly 
approaching completion, I ordered new patients to be confined.in the 
different county jails. With the necessity thus forced upon me, of 
providing for the care of those patients, I thought it. advisable to, 
and accordingly did, subject to your approval, appoint N. B. Larsh, 
M. D., of Nebraska City, Superintendent, and J. N. McCasland, 
M. D. , of Pawnee City, Assistant. Superintendent of the State 
Lúnatió Asylum. 

These appointments were “made in the month of July, that the 
gentleman named might have opportunity to visit different asylums 
and become thoroughly acquainted with the most approved plan of 
conducting such institutions, also- to attend personally to the fur- 
nishing and organization of the asylum. 

On the 8th of November the building was formally accepted, 
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and on the first of December, completely furnished and ready for 
the reception of patients. Orders were issued and the patients 
from the Iowa Hospital and the different jails throughout the 
State, in all numbering over thirty (30) removed to ‘the asylum, 
where they are,now receiving the best of care. An able corps of 
assistants has been appointed, and the institution is now in good 
working order. Onur facilities for caring for these unfortunates are 
ample, and we have just ground for pride in the fact that few, if 
any, of the older States are better provided forthan our own. We 
may now reasonably hope for a reduction of our insane expenses, 
which have necessarily been large heretofore. 

The enactment of a law providing for the organization of the 
Asylum and the reception of patients now becomes necessary, and 
I recommend that the present law regulating insane cases be tho- 
_ ronghly revised. 


STATE PENITENTIARY. i 


One of the principal reasons which induced me to convene the 
Legislature in special session last winter was the necessity of 
making some provision for the care and custody of our State 
prisoners. Confined in crowded and oftentimes unhealthy cells of 
county jails, they were not receiving the care demanded by com- 
mon humanity. Confinement and want of exercise was rapidly 
impairing their health, and rendering them unfit for the ordinary 
pursuits of life when their liberty should be restored. 

Instead of contributing to their own support, or proving a source 
of lrevenne to the State, they were a great and constantly increas- 
ing expense. A change of some kind was urgently demanded. 
The Legislature, recognizing this necessity, made provisions for the 
erection of a penitentiary on lands previously set apart for that 
purpose, about three miles south of Lincoln, and also for the sale 
of lands donated to the State by the general government to aid in 
the construction of such an institution. They also provide for the 
erection ol a temporary prison, for the election and appointment of 


al 
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necessary officers, and for the hiring of convict labor. The Inspec- 
tors elected entered at once upon the discharge of their duties; 
advertised and accepted proposals for the erection of the tem- 
porary prison at a cost of $6,661, and pushed forward their work: 
with such rapidity that the work was ready for use in the month 
of July, and the convicts from the different county jails removed 
to this place. 

The contract for building the Penitentiary was awarded to 
Messrs. Stout and Jamison, ata contract price of $307,950. They 
are executing their work in a manner alike creditable to them- 
selves and to the State. The labor of the convicts is hired to them 
` at the rate of forty-two (42) cents per day for each convict who 
is able to work. Iam pleased-to notice that under -the present 
arrangement the condition of the prisoner is in every respect 
much improved. . On the first of last April, I appointed, subject 
to the ` approval of the Senate, Mr. A. R. Hoel, Warden of the 
Penitentiary. Under his management the institution has been 
well organized, discipline has been maintained, and the conduct of 
the prisoners has been good. 

The number of prisoners now confined is thirty-seven (37). 

The passage of a commutation law by which convicts can 
by good conduct while in prison, lessen their term of imprisonment, 
is earnestly recommended by the Inspectors. This plan has been 
adopted in several of the Eastern prisons, and with good effect. 
I commend the same to your careful consideration, submitting that 
no man can be so debased but that a proper incentive will work a 
change in his conduct for good.

` INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


I shall take especial pleasure.in transmitting to you early in the 
session a report of the Board of Directors of that institution, by. 
which it is shown that very satisfactory progress has been made 
by the pupils, that their health has been good, and that in every | 
respect they have received the best of care. By the census. lately 
taken, it is shown that we have nearly one hundred mutes in the 


I 
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State. This number will, of course, be largely increased as our 
State settles up, and the. Directors now ask that you make suitable 
provision for their education. During the past year the number in 
attendance upon the Institute has been twenty-one, and the princi- 
pal has been obliged for want of room to réfuse admission to twelve 
others. A new building is imperatively needed, that all who apply 
may receive the care and education contemplated by law. I earn- 
estly hope that you may see the necessity and meet it in the same ` 
liberal spirit which has characterized your provision for educational 

and benevolent purposes heretofore. 


PUBLISHING THE LAWS. 


There seems to be a general desire that the laws be published in 
the newspapers of the State. I would cordially recommend that 
some provision be made for their publication in two or more papers 
in each Judicial District. The public then can be more generally 
informed in regard to the requirements of law than by any other 
method, since a very small proportion of our citizens ever obtain 
copies of the bound session laws. 


EDUCATION. 


During the past two years the interest felt by our people in this 
subject has greatly increased. A general desire seems to be felt in 
all parte of the. State to promote, by all possible means, this great 
cause, and bring our common schools and other institutions of learn- 
ing ‘up to the highest standard. 

The report of the Supérintendent of Pablic Instruction will show 
a gratifying increase in the attendance and advancement of the 
scholar; in the amount paid our teachers ; in the valué and number 
of our school-honses, and will furnish you in detail information 
‘concerning the State Normal School, and the common schools of 
the State. Your careful attention is called to his suggestions, that 
nothing may be left undone to make our school system as perfect 
as possible. 
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STATE UNIVERSITY ‘AND AGRIOULTURAL COLLEGE, 


This Institution, established on a broad basis, and liberally en- 
dowed by your predecessors, is not as yet open for ‘the reception of 
students. The Board of Regents have-been appointed and. organ- 
ized, and have taken gome siepe preliminary. to the selection of the 
Faculty.. OR 

I shall have the A of. submitting their report at an early 
day.. Our University building is & source of ‘pride to the citizens 
. of our State, and is a model, not only in architectural. beauty, but 
in its internal arrangements and its adaption to the purposes for 
which it is designed. 

By judicious management, our University can- be made to ike: a 
prominent position among the colleges of the country, and secure 
to the State an enviable reputation abroad. 

Let me express the hope that the Lapislsiad may always be 
ready to foster its interests by wise legislation. 


‘By the terms of the law establishing the University, the Gov- 


ernor Was required to set apart two sections of Agricultural College 


or Saline Lands, as a Model Farm, the same to form a part of. the 
College of Agriculture. I was unable to find the desired quantity 


of land eligibly situated, and deemed it advisable to defer action, 


and recommend that authority be given to dispose of one or -more 
sections of State lands, and invest the proceeds in a farm not 


in al 


exceeding three hundred and twenty acres, located as near the 


University as possible. This amount of land will, in my judgment, 
be entirely sufficient for the purpose, me can me: be secured 
near town. 


“ooN STITUTIÓNAL ‘GoNvENTION. e 


The qualified“ electors of the. State ieviog at üe last general 
election, decided in favor of holding a convention for the revision 
of the Constitution, it becomes your duty to provide for. the elec- 
tion of members, to designate the time of holding the convention, 
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and to make such other provisions in regard to the same as may 
be thought necessary. 


INDIAN MATTERS. 


Within the borders of our State are several Indian Reservations, 
embracing some of the choicest agricultural lands in the State. I. 
am fully satisfied it would be better for both whites and Indians, 
could these titles be extinguished and the Indians removed, either 
to the Indian Territory, or some other place designated by the 
peneral government. Many depredations have been committed 
by members of the tribes occupying these reservations, and it has 
been found very difficult to bring the guilty parties to trial. A 
crime is: committed in one of our newly organized counties; the 
United States Courts decide they have no jurisdiction ; as ‘a result, 
this new county, with little or no money in its treasury, must, at a - 
heavy expense, arrest the parties, indict and bring them to trial, 
and in event of either conviction or discharge, find its treasury 
sadly depleted, perhaps entirely bankrupt. Some remedy should 
` be deyised, and I recommend that you memorialize Congress to 
remove, as soon as practicable, all Indians from our State, and that 
in the interval jurisdiction be given the United States courts to try 
all cases of crime committed by members of the tribes iu treaty 
with the Government within the limits of our State. 

COAL. 

There seems to be good reason to hope that the want of fuel, 
heretofore felt throughout the State, will soon be met by the open- 
ing of coal mines throughout the State. 

In many of the counties, however, where there are , good indica- 
tions of coal, there is a lack of capital to prospect and develop the 
mines (if the same exist), and the counties have been anxions to 
issue bonds to aid in making the necessary surveys, and in sinking 
shafts to test the capacity of the mines. 

- I commend the subject to your careful consideration, and recom- 
mend that authority be given counties to vote taxes and issue bonds 
for this purpose. 
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` OONCLUSION. - : l i 


In conclusion, gentlemen, I have to assure you’ that I-shall take 
pleasure in co-operating with you in all your endeavors to promote 
the public welfare, and I take this opportunity to thank the retiring 
and present State officers for the uniform: courtesy received from 
them, and the ability and zeal manifested in the discharge of all | 
their official duties.

The evidence. appears to have been taken mostly without the at- 
tendance of Mr. Tennant, who presented hefore your committee 
certain. ex-parte affidavits, showing that Rock Creek precinct, which 
gave him a majority, was thrown out by the board of canvassers of 
Cuming county, and that the canvass of West Point. precinct gave 
him less votes than he was entitled to, as shown by the returns 
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from said precinct to the county clerk of Cuming county,; that he ' 
endeavored ‘to obtain from the county clerk of said county an ab- 
stract of the votes from said precinct, which was positively and re- 
peatedly refused him, without a reason therefor being assigned;

I herewith transmit to the Honorable, the House- of Represen- 
tatives, a copy of a communication from John S. Loomis, Esq., 
Secretary of the National Immigration Convention, held at Indi- 
anapolis, on the 283d of November. 1870, with a copy of the pre- 
amble and resolutions adopted: at that Convention. 

Much complaint-has for years been made in ore to abuses 
practiced upon the immigrant at Castle Garden; ‘and our own 
Commissioner, resident at New York, was refused access to that 
institution, or permission to see the immigrant, until his route West 
had been fixed in accordance with-the interests of officers in charge 
of that institution, and those of favored railroads. 

The immigrant is now charged an entrance toll of two dollars 
and a half per head—an extortion which adds nearly ten per cent. 
to the cost of his ocean passage, and which not only tends to re- ° 
tard immigration and give our country an unenviable reputation 
abroad, but is in direct violation of the spirit of the Constitution. 

For the purpose of taking some steps. towards “securing to the 
immigrant protection from fraud, as well as cheap, speedy, and 
‘comfortable transportation while in ¢ransitu,” I united with other 
Governors of Western States in calling a National Convention in 
November last. The result of that convention is before you, and 
your favorable consideration of the resolution submitted is earn-

It must be manifest to all who have heard the deliberations and 
discussions of the Convention, that justice, patriotism, and philan- 
thropy demand the immediate interposition of enlightened public 
sentiment and law for the protection of the rights and interests of 
the peoples of other lands, who are annually leaving their native 
countries and coming to our great national home of freedom. That 
great and grievous wrongs have been perpetrated, cannot be

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doubted; and it is equally clear that full and efficient remedies ‘for 
existing evils ought to be supplied. | . ~ 

The important question to be solved is: What source or adat 
ment of power can afford an adequate remedy? It is believed to 
be the judgment of this Convention, as indicated by the resolu- 
tions introduced and referred to the Committee, that upon our Na- 
tional Government is devolved the duty and responsibility of con- 
trolling jointly with other governments the embarkation and tran- 
sit of immigrants, and co-operately with auxilliary institutions, in 
controlling the debarkation and protection of the emigrants, in 
obtaining a perinanent home iw the place of their choice in the 
land of their adoption. p 

This is eminently a question of national importance, asupon the 
proper protection, care and culture of this class of population largely 
depend not only their progress and prosperity, but also the fullest 
development of the resources of our country, and the permanency 
and perpetuity of our republican principles and institutions.

From the Committee on Finance, Ways and Means, submitted 
the following: 

Your Committee on Finance, Ways and Means, to whom was re- 
ferred the report of the Superintendent of the Asylum for the In-. 
sane, would respectfully report : 

That we have carefully examined the same, and in our judgment 
the management of said institution is being conducted according 
to the most approved method of treating that class of unfortunates. 
The suggestions of the superintendent appear to be dictated only 
by a desire to discharge his duties to his patients and the St tate. 

While your committee feel constrained by the condition of the 
finances of the State to report adversely to some of the recom- 
mendations of the superintendent, we feel satisfied that his esti- 
mate of his expenditures are based upon the most economical views 
consistent with the duty hé owes to the institution over which he 
presides. 

Your committee are of opinion that the plastering of the fifth 
story of the asylum can be dispensed with for the present, as we 
believe that there is sufficient room for the inmates exclusive of the 
fifth story. 

We are also of the opinion that the stable now on the grounds . 
will answer the demand for thé present. — 

We are of the opinion that $2500 00 is as much as we can afford 
to appropriate for furniture for the year 1871. 

We would recommend that the superintendent shall cause to be 
enclosed forty acres, with a tight board fence eight feet high; that 
ten acres of said land around the buildings be laid out in walks, 
and ornamented with fruit and forest trees, (mostly fruit) shrub- 
bery; grass, flowers, etc., ete. 

Instead of a cistern, as recommended by the superintendent, 
your committee would recommend the digging of a large well, not 
less than six feet square, to which attach a medium-sized windmill, 
with force-pumps, pipes, &c., necessary to force water to all parts 
of the building, which apparatus would be durable and afford a 
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never-failing supply of water for all uses and emergencies. + The 
cost of the well and fixtures would amount to about $2000. 

Your committee would recommend that the salary: ‘of the super- 
intendent be fixed at the sum of two thousand dollars per. annum. 

Appended to this report are'the estimates made by the commit- 
tee for the years 1871 and 1872. 

In conclusion, your committee feel that’ they cannot eg highly 
commend the disposition manifested by the superintendent and all 
subordinate officers with whom we have been brought in contact, 
to conduct the asylum in the most economical manner consistent 
with the comfort and restoration of the unfortunate class for whose 
benefit the institution was designed, and we regret that the finan- 
cial condition of the State is not such as to justify us in recom- 
mending all of the appropriations asked for by the superintendent.

I herewith return to your honorable, body an att entitled an act 
empowering the mayor and council in cities of the first class to 
license and regulate the keeping of toll bridges, to fix the rate of 
toll, and to authorize the collection of the same, without my appro- 
val. The Territorial Legislature of 1855 passed an act incorpora- 
ting the Council Bluffs and Nebraska Ferry Company, and provided 
that said corporation should have the exclusive power to keep ‘a 
ferry between the points now known as Omaha and Council Bluffs, 
also imposing upon said company certain duties and conditions. 
Since that time the said company have complied with all the condi- 
tions of the act. . Congress has lately passed an act authorizing the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company to construct and keep a toll 
bridge within the limits which were made exclusive to said company’ 
by their act of incorporation. 

This will of necessity work an injury to the ferry company-above 
named. By the act herewith returned, the city council of Omaha 
‘are further authorized to licensė and regulate the keeping of toll 
_ bridges, and to fix the rates of toll ; in effect making the franchise 
of this company, incorporated as above, utterly worthléss, arid vio- 
lating the good faith of the State in its traiseactions with them. I 
therefore return the bill to you, and trust you will appreciate with

That having said sum of $16,881 26, anaes 
his control, and subject to his order, he, the said David Butler, 
Governor, as aforesaid, did cause the same to be deposited in the 
banking house of James Sweet and Brock, in the city of Lincoln, 
Nebraska, on the 25th day of May, A, D. 1869, and from thence, 
from time to time during the years 1869 and 1870, unlawfully and- 
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corruptly draw out, handled, employed, and used, the same as his 
own private funds, and for ‘his own private use and benefit ; where- 
by the said David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, then 
and there committed, and was guilty of a misdemeanor in office. 


ARTICLE II. i 


That the said David Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, 
in the exercise of the powers and prerogatives conferred upon and 
belonging to him by law as such Governor, has corruptly and un- 
lawfully used and offered and attempted to use such ofticial powers 
and prerogatives, and corruptly and unlawfully refused to perform 
his duties as such Governor, for the purpose and object and with 
the'intent of securing to kimself profits, gain, and emolument, and 
with intent to extort money or advantage from persons having 
claims against the State, or seeking some office, right, or privilege 
under the laws thereof. 

Sprcrrication 1st. That the said David Butler, Governor of 
the State of Nebraska, being by virtue of that office, one of the 
Commissioners authorized by an act of the Legislature of the State 
of Nebraska, entitled ‘ An act to provide for sale of the unsold 
lots and blocks in the town-site of Lincoln, and for the location 
and erection of a State University and Agricultural College, and 
State Lunatic Asylum, approved, February 15th, 1869,” to expend 
moneys belonging to the State of Nebraska, in and about the erec- — 
tion of a building for a State University, and to audit and allow 
claims and accounts therefor. And one, M. J. McBird, having a 
claim and demand against the State for services by him performed 
as Architect in and about furnishing plans and specifications for 
said buildings, he, the said McBird in the month of August, A. D., 
1869, at Lincoln, in said State, did present his said claim and de- 
mand for allowance and approval to the said David Butler, Gov- 
ernor as aforesaid, who did then and there, scandalously and cor- 
ruptly offer and propose to the said McBird in substance and to 
the effect following: That he, the said David Butler, Governor as 
aforesaid, would procure to be issued a warrant upon the Treasurer 
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of the State of Nebraska, for the sum of three thousand seven hun- 


dred and fifty dollars in favor of said McBird, for his said services, 


provided and on condition that said McBird should retain the sum 
of two thousand dollars only out of the proceeds of -such warrant, 
to-wit : the money to be drawn from‘the State Treasury thereup- . 
on, and should pay to him the said David Butler, for his use and 
disposal, the sum of seventeen hundred and fifty dollars of such 
proceeds, and that unless the said MeBird would promise so to do, 
he, the said David Butler, would allow said McBird only fifteen 
hundred dollars upon his said claim and demand. - And thereupon 
the said McBird did agree .to the said proposition, and the said 
David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, immediately caused and pro- 
cured such warrant to be issued for the sum of three thousand 
seven hundred and fifty dollars in favor of said McBird, who there- " 
upon in the month of August, A. D., 1869, obtained and received 
upon such warrant the sum of three thousand seven hundred and 
fifty dollars, and did in pursuance of the said scandalous and corrupt 
agreement at the office of said Governor in Lincoln, in the State of 
Nebraska, in the month of August, A. D. 1869, pay to and leave 
with said, David Butler, Governor aforesaid, part of said money, 
to-wit: The sum-of seventeen hundred and fifty dollars. And 
the said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, did then and there 
receivei the same in pursuance of sach scandalous and corrupt 
agreement, contrary to his duty and his oath of office, and where- 
by the said David Butler, Governor of Nebraska, did then and 
there commit, and was guilty of, a misdemeanor in office. 
SPECIFICATION, 2d. That the said David Butler, Governor of 
the State of Nebraska, being such Commissioner, and having such 
authority as set forth in the last gbove specification. The said M. 
J. McBird, mentioned therein presented to the said Governor at 
Lincoln, in said State of Nebraska; in the month of November, A. 
D. 1869, another demand and claim for additional services as archi- 
tect in and about the making of plans and specifications for, and 
superintending the erection of the aforesaid State University 
building, and thereupon the said David Batler did then and there 
8T , bs 
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scandalously and corruptly agree with the said McBirdin substance 
and to the effect that the said Butler, as Governor aforesaid, would 
allow the said McBird’s claim and demand at the sum of one thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-eight dollars and twenty-six cents, 
and that the said McBird would, in consideration thereof, pay to 
him, the said David Butler, one-half thereof, and thereupon the 
said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, did allow such claim and. 
demand at said sum, and procure and cause to be issued thereupon 
two warrants upon the Treasurer of the State of Nebraska, each 
for the sum of nine hundred and fourteen dollars and thirteen 
cents, and then and there, in pursuance of the said scandalous and 
corrupt agreement, the said McBird endorsed and delivered one of 
the said warrants to said David Butler, who received and kept the 
same. Thereby, the said David Butler, Governor of the State of 
Nebraska, did then and there commit, and was guilty of a misde- 
meanor in office. 

SPECIFICATION 3d. That the said David Butler, Governor as 
aforesaid, acting as one of the Board of Building Commissioners ` 
of the State of Nebraska, and together with the other members of 
said Board, during the year 1869, did enter into contract with 
D. J. Silver & Son, for the erection of the building known as the 
University, at Lincoln, Nebraska. That about the 29th day of 
November, A. D. 1870, in, and during an interview between R. D. 
Silver, son of D. J. Silver, and one of said contractors, and the 
said David Butler, in the private office of the said David Butler, 
Governor, as aforesaid, he, the said David Butler, asked the said 
Robert D. Silver if he was not going to do something for him, the 
. said David Butler, and said he thought he, the said R. D. Silver, 
ought to give him, the said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, | 
ten thousand dollars, and refused to settle the accounts of the said 
D. J. Silver & Son, until he, the said R. D. Silver, acquiesced in - 
such demand, so that he, the said Silver, was constrained to, and 
did agree to give to the said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, 
the sum of ten thousand dollars. That a few days afterwards, he, 
the said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, called the said Silver 
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into the private office of him, the said David Butler, Governor as 
aforesaid, and again asked the said Silver if he was not going to 
give him, the said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, the said 
ten thousand dollars, as he had agreed to do, and upon being an- ` 
swered in the negative by him, the said; Silver, he, the said David

Governor of the State of Nebraska, at the time hereinafter next 
mentioned, had authority to lease to any competent party or par- 
ties, ceriain saline lands belonging to the State of, Nebraska. 
Thereupon, to-wit: On the 15th day of July, A. D. 1869, one 
Thomas F. Hall, a party competent to take and receive a lease of 
_ the said lands, did apply to the said David Butler, Governor as

S. Chase, Esq., was, and for’sometime the last past, had been an 
Attorney for the State of Nebraska, retained and employed by the 
Governor of said State, and had as such Attorney rendered certain 
services for the said State, and it was the duty of the said David 
Butler, Governor of the State of Nebraska, under and by virtue of 
the law thereof, to determine what compensation for such services 
was fair.and just, and according to what was paid in similar cases. 
And thereupon, to-wit: On the 18th day of February, A. D. 1869, 
the said David Butler, Governor as aforesaid, did, willfully, falsely, 
and corruptly, determine and represent to John Gillespie, then 
the Auditor of said State of Nebraska, that he, the said David 
Butler, Governor, as aforesaid, deemed the sum of two thousand 
dollars to be a just and fair compensation for the services so ren- 
dered by the said Champion S. Chase, Attorney as aforesaid

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To the Honorable, the President of the Senate: 

I would respectfully call your attention to the accompanying copy 
of a letter of the Treasurer of State, addressed to this department 
relative to the United States 5-20 bonds nowin the Treasury, as an 
investment of the permanent school fund. 

In view of the contingency therein presented, that the present 
investment is liable at any time to cease to be remunerative, I 
would earnestly recommend the immediate adoption of such meas. 
ures, by your honorable body, as will most surely guard and pro- 
tect this most sacred trust. . 

It is believed that the funding of the present outstanding indebt- 
edness, and the investment of the money which could be derived 
from the sale of the 5-20 United States bonds, now held as 
securities of the permanent school fund, in the bonds of our own 
State, would relieve the present pressing demands on our depleted 
Treasury, and enable the Treasurer to liquidate the present out- 
standing indebtedness, thereby restoring the credit of the State, 
and at the same time providing an equally safe and more remuner- 
ative source of investment of -our permanent school fund. 

I would earnestly recommend that the foregoing or some other 
measure, such as the superior wisdom of your honorable body may 
suggest, be adopted, as the subject is one of paramount importance, 
and one that should attract your immediate and earnest attention.

Many of my fellow citizens however differ with me as regards 
the legality of the loan and the sufficiency of the securities, and 
while I am unchanged in my opinion on the subject and conscious 
that I have at no time done other than my duty in the premises, I 
am ready and willing in order that the subject of dissention may 
be disposed of, to deposit in the State Treasury the full amount of 
such loan with interest from the 25th day of May, 1869, the date of 
the arrival of the fund in Lincoln in charge of the Deputy State 
Treasurer, and I ask the passage of an act providing for the cancel- 
lation of the securities. 

I sincerely trust that this proposition on my part may be 
received in-the same spirit in which it is made, and that harmony 
may ngain prevail in the administration of our ‘State government.
